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Taking a Reading

2. Apply a disposable probe cover to the clean, dry thermometer. 

3. Determine whether the measurement site will be oral, rectal or under the 
arm. 

4. Press the POWER button to activate. The thermometer will beep and the 
digital display will show the following: 
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This is the LCD display test. This insures all parts of the 
display are functioning properly. In approximately 2-3 
seconds, the display will go blank and then show the last 
recorded temperature as follows. 

This display shows the last temperature reading. The 
thermometer will beep with the Mode display as shown 
below. 




Press the MODE button to scroll through the four Modes

4. To take another reading, press the POWER button.

All-Purpose Mode: 

The All-Purpose Mode can be used at any site (oral, rectal, axillary). Or, if a 
reading cannot be reached due to improper technique or operating environment, 
the thermometer may automatically change to the All-Purpose Mode.
